Gentlemen, 

I  heg  to  present  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1937,  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
condition  of  your  District. 

Estimating  the  population  at  6,329 
we  find  the  following  figures 


BIRTHS. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered 
was  9*  -  48  males  and  1+2  females,  of  these,  2  were 
illegitimate  one  male,  one  female.  Showing  a  decrease 
•f  1 3  from  the  preceding  year  and  giving  a  rate 
per  1 ,000  14. 2. 


STILL  BIRTHS. 

There  were  4  still  reported  births, 

2  males  &  2  females,  giving  a  rate  per  1,000  live 
and  still  births  of  42. 


DEATHS . 


The  total  number  cf  deaths  registered, 
was  86*  47  males, 39  females,  a  decrease  of  one  from  the 
preceding  year,  and  giving  a  rate  per  1  ,000  of 
1 3. 5*  of  the  above  deaths  56  occurred  between  the 
ages  of  60  and  90. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

There  were  4  deaths  registered,  of  infants 
under  one  year,  3  males,  and  1  female,  an  increase 
of  1  over  the  preceding  year,  and  giving  a  rate 
per  1 ,000  of  44.  The  causes  »f  death  were:- 
2  premature  births,  1  convulsions,  1  meningitis. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

There  were  38  cases  of  infectious  disease 
reported  during  the  year, Scar let  fever '29, 

Diphtheria  6,  all,  except  one,  were  admitted  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  and  made  good  recovery.  A  case 
of  ophthalniua  neontomm  7  tow  cases  of  Septic 
Tonsilitis  were  also  reported. 


TUBERS  IJLOSIS. 

Five  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were 
notified  during  the  year,  3  pulmonary,  one  male 
&  two  fefhales  and  2  non- pulmonary ,  one  male  and 
one  female,  an  increase  of  2  cases  from  the  preceding 
year. 

MALIGNANT  DISEASE. 


9  deaths  of  Malignant  disease  were 
registered,  during  the  year,  5  males,  4  females, 
an  increase  of  3  from  the  preceding  yeajr ,  six 
of  these  cases  occurred  in  people  of  advanced  age* 
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Previous  year .  -1.8  nil  -0.31  -0.13  nil  nil  +15 


SCHOOL  CLOSURE. 


Luring  an  epidemic  of*  Influenza,  it  7/ as 
found  necessary  to  close  the  following  Schools, 

Nether  Kellet,  County  School,  Gressingham,Tatham, 

Caton  and  Quernmore  Church  of  England  Schools, 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  District  has  given 
no  trouble.  The  Scheme  for  a  supply  for  the  twelve 
villages  from  Thirlmere  is  being  constructed  and  is 
well  on  the  way  to  completion.  Berwick  supply  is 
completed,  and  the  work  on  the  laying  of  main  to  supply 
Whittington  is  almost  completed.  This  is  in  conjunction 
with  the  Comprehensive  Scheme  which  is  in  han.  d. 

Several  details  are  yet  required  before  submitting 
the  Scheme  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  approval. 

All  other  supplies  have  been  well  maintained. 

Thw  water  coming  from  the  Carnforth  Water  Company 
to  Over  Kellett  is  somewhat  unsatisfactory  as 
upon  analysis  it  was  found  to  be  contaminated  with 
B.Coli  evidently  from  surface  water  in  the  surrounding 
fields.  This  owing  to  the  epidemic  on  Enteric  in  the 
country  should  be  treated  as  a  serious  matter. 

WATER  SAMPLES. 


Two  samples  of  water  have  been  taken 
for  Examinat ion: - 

(1) .  Pipe  Water  Supply  to  Wennington  Station 

Bacteriological. 

(2) .  Pipe  Water  to  Intack  Farm,  Caton . 

Chemical. 

Sample  No,  1  7/as  considered  sat i^factory 
by  the  Analyst,  and  sample  No  2.  was  considered 
unsatisfactory  for  drinking  purposes  and  general 
domestic  use. 

Sample  No. 1 .  was  taken  on  the  21 st.  March,  1  937* 
Sample  No. 2.  was  taken  on  the  28th. May,  1937* 

lr;,in,xGB  and  sewerage . 


Nothing  has  been  done  to  improve  the 
condition  of  sewerage  arrangements  inNether  Kellet 
and  Over  Kellet,  and  the  Scheme  for  the  improvement 
of  the  Wray  system  is  still  awaiting  the  Sanction 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

There  is  need  for  the  inspection  of  all 
privies  and  where  possible  their  conversion  into 
water  closets. 


COWSHEDS  &  DAIRIES 


Milk  distribution  is  carried  out  in  a 
satisfactory  manner  and  shows  a  marked  improvement. 
There  have  been  few  complaints  and  these  have  come 
from  dairies  where  appearently  cleanliness  is 
scrupulously  practiced,  and  must  come  from  some 
form  of  carelessness  in  the  handling. 


HOUSING. 

During  the  year  21  houses  have  been 
erected  in  Caton  12  by  the  R.D.C.  and  9  by  private 


enterprise.  There  is  also  a  .Scheme  in  hand 
to  erect  8  houses  in  Halt on,  to  replace  others 
which  haVe  been  condemned.  There  is  still 
a  shortage  of  cottages  suitable  for  farm  laboureres, 
and  other  workers.
